Court Ruling 
VoidgPart of 
Loan Statute 

LOa ANGELES, Sept,. 6 tJP. 
Voiding U. S, seizure ot the Long 
Beach Federal SavlnRs and Loan 
association, ^ three-Judae federal 
stotutory court has declared uncon- 
atltutlonal a portion of the home 
owners' loan act. 

The association was taken over 
last May by Chairman. John H, 
Fahey ot the federal home loan bank 
board, but U. S. Circuit Judge Wll- 
Ham Orr, who wrote the opinion, 
concurred In by Judges Pelrson M. 
Hall and Dave Ling, said the action 
was token without notice or hearing 
of any kind. 

The statutory court pointed out 
that no notice or hearing is re<]ulred 
by the statute, "and herein lies a 
fatal defect aa to Its constltuUon- 
allly." 

"Because, of improper delegation 
of legislative power, the homo own- 
en" loan act falls lo set up compre- 
hensive and definite statements of 
pbllcy.'stahdatds.' guides and limi- 
tations, 

"Ttit aeclion of the home owners* 
loan act authorUlng the board to 
make rules and reguIaUons relative 
to mergers. coruoUdatloru anC 
UquldaUons and to appoint conierv- 
atora and receivers la held uncon- 
stitutional because ot the improper 
delegation ot legislative power."

In Statement of Policies 

STt)TTGART, Germany, Sept, 6 (IP) — In an American alntoracnt of policy. Secretary of State Byrnes today called for a 
new Germany Kovemed by the Germans thcmaclvca and IncludinB not only the Bhineland and Ruhr but probably also 
territory bevond the Oder river "provisionally" asaigned to Poland. "Recovery in Europe will bo slow indeed & Germany Is 
turne d into a poor house." Byrnes told German officials and]

Byrnes' prepared text outlined a broad plan for eventual 
unification of the Germans under a national council charged 
with dniftinji a federal constitution for a "United States of 
Germany 

Byrnes' original lexl, distributed last night in Germany 
and at Washington, spoke oT tiiis constiltition as being for a 
"United States of Germany," but Byrnes later eliminated this 
phra.se from the text and omitted it in delivery. 

The speech drew praise from the three minister-presidents 
of fltatoH in the American zone, who were the principal Ger- 
man officinla present. They 
expressed hope, however, that 
Germany would not lose the 
Saar — to which. Byrnes said, 
France hiid a right. 

(In Paris French officials ejt- 
prwed dl.iappolntmcnt at Byrnes' 
stand on leaving the Ruhr and 
nhlneland as part of Germany, 
There was a poialhlllty Ocn. Charles 
Do Gaulle would reaffirm the 
French attitude In a speech Sun- 
day.) 

Reply to Russian 
Flanked by high army officers, 
Byrnes arrived In Stuttgart aboard 
a prlvaU- train which lllllBr once 
used, Hla speech was. In somo re- 
Bpecta. a reply to the July 10 state- 
ment of Raislan Foreign Minister 
V, M, Molotov. who called for a 
central Ocrman regime bi^t said a 
federal government or ony dUmcm- 
berment of Qermany ohould be 
projected onlj' after a later plebloclte 
showed Uie people's sentiment, 

Byrnes made plain the Intention 
of the United States to continue In- 
detlnlteU* her Inlereai In European 
affairs and emphaKlred that "secur- 
ity lorcea probably will have to re- 
main In aermany for a long period. 
Not Withdrawing 
"I want no mlaund en landing 
ByrzLcs Mid, "We will not shirk our 
duty. We are not withdrawing. As 
long aa an occupation force U re- 
quired In aermany, the army ol the 
United SUtes will be part of that 
occupation force," 

While emphasising the deter- 
mination of the United States Lo see 
Qermany rise again aa a peaceful, 
centrnllied nation, Bymca rejected 
French claims to the Rhlneland and 
Ruhr and v?arned Poland and Rus- 
sia that America does not consider 
Ocrmany's eastern boundary fixed 
on the Oder, 

No Cetalon Set 
Territories now occupied by Po- 
land and Riuula were "provisionally 
assigned* at Potsdam, B>-Tnea as- 
serted, and the "protocol ot the 
PotadDnt conference makes clear the 
heads of government did not agree 
lo support at the peace settlement 
the ce.ulon of any particular area." 

In urging the early eatnbllshment 
of a central German government, 
BjTnes declared that the four-powcr 
allied control council "so tar as 
many vital questions arc concerned.

■ pealed to the American newspapers for sup- 
port, Tho TJmes-News Is glad to hflp the 
phyalclans' committee In everyway possible, 
because as its readers know, this newspaper 
has no time for bU tnc present day socialistic 
nostrums being advanced by political pinks 
and punks. 

"Compulsion— the Key to Collectivism" 
mlncca no words in branding the conduct 
of tho recently-ended public hearings on the 
proposed "national health program" as de- 
liberately framed to create a false Impression 
of public support. J 

"During the last 12 years we havcfwJtnesscd 
the encroachments that are leading, even 
now, to a creeping paralysis of our social 
and economic functions," the book points 
out. "Heroin a plot Is shown. The design 
of the'schomers is made crystal clear. It Is 
not merely a matter of medical care — or. the 
regimentation of the medleii,l profession tViat 
la nt atake.

Ho did deliver himself 
ot this pronouncement, but. nccordlnc to tho now 
version. It was slvcn aa n tatlicrly bit of advice to 
a couple of wayward boy.i whose name.i were not 
rrnnk.

A slight monetary pinch and a slap oh the wrists, 
" Col. James A. Klllan, former commander at tho 
Infamous Utchfleld replacement depot In England, 
was lound guilty of lottlmr guards hit soldler-prboners. 
an act which Ls in direct violation of the articles of 
war and Is sheer brutality. 'And he was fined t300 
and Dcolded. 

Truo enough, .Colonel Klllan didh't "administer any 
of tho phj'sleal punishment himself— his subordinates 
attended to that— but he condoned something ho 
knew was agslnst the rules ot conduct laid down by 
reguIaUons. There was apparently no effort on hli 
part to end iho wanton and cruel tj-eatment being 
practiced by hU command. Soldiers guilty ot acts 
which would have netted them only alight punish- 
ment In dvillut lite or none at all were clubbed and 
beaten with flats In true nad style. Some of the 
enlisted men who administered the beatings on orders 
have already been tried and sentenced to prbon, but 
four officers, including Colonel Killan, were only 
given tho once-over lightly by a court martial ot their 
peers, and they are tree men. Responsibility juid 
knowIedgB of what was going on doesn't seem to con- 
stitute much of K crime. 

And there probably are brass hats still sitting 
somewhere and aiklr^g each other,*:! w-onder why so 
rnnny enlisted men don't like the army?"— Lewis ton 
Tribune, 



THE FIRST TRIAL 

The Infant Philippine republic, scarcely two months 
old, U already golns through Its first trial by ftre. 
Deep in the Junglu of Luzon the hukbalahap peasant 
faction Is warring against the sovemment. The huk- 
balahaps, a dissident group who feel that their num- 
bers were Ignored In tha formation of the new govern- 
ment,- have equipped themselves with arms and

for peaceful (Urrender of their arms. 

Faced with something that approaches civil war. 
the Philippine Bovemment has reacted strongly and 
forcefully. Prealdefit Manuel Rosas has made It 
known that Ui* "huks" wlU be rooted out, by force 
It necessary, and It appears that force U the only 
method that can be used. 

It Is unfortunate that the new nation must so soon 
be confronted with an Internal crisis, eop eel ally, when 
It has not yet fullj' recovered from tho Japanese 
occupsUon during the .war and the bitter flehtlng' 
that raged lo recapture It, But the young govemment 
la to be conir»tmated on tU determined efforts lo 
maintain liability unUl the nation Is able to pull up 
the Uttered ends and buUd for tho future.— Lewis ton 
Tribune.

MliU I IA^-lcli, Ui 
mondcr of tho Chetnlks, who had 
set up Uie original counter-attack 
agslnit the nails. Uecauso Mlkallo- 
vlch was no less hostile to the red 
terror than to Hitler's brown bol- 
shcvlsm, the communlsta In Moscow 
and the United States arranged tor 
Tito's return to Jugoslavia. 

With American arms and by the 
aid of American soldiers. Tito ul- 
llmnlely became Josot Statin's gov- 
ernor and lubdlcUtor. He had si\icl, 
led bolshevik treachery as a j.ci- 
enco In Runila ond had soldiered 
with the communists In Spain, 

Howard Fast, a writer lor many 
communist publications, published 
a booklet In IDii. colled 'The In- 
credible Tito," in which he boast- 
ed tlial the money to finance TlUi'a 
return to Jugoslavia was provided 
by tho Joint antl-tasclst refuEeo 
committee ot the United States, . 

Some Americans who contributed 
Inoncy and prestige to this commit-. 
tee may have believed that they 
were guilty of no more sinister act 
than the name of the committee 
Implied. Some Americans pictured 
refugees as gaunt and hunted Jovs 
In flight from Hitler^ and tho com- 
munists hero aRaln, as In many past 
performances, exploited with ruth- 
ICM cynicism the humane Instincts 
ot gulllblo victims. 

Innocently or knowingly, tlioie 
who fisvo money lo the Joint anil- 
fa,sclst refugee committee did fi- 
nance the rise ot Tllo annlnst the 
patriot, Mlk,illovlch. Mlkallovl c h 
found himself tlRhllnK botli tile 
nazU and Tito's partlr.anr, and uns 
allcKcd lo have "collaborated" with 
German and Hallan officers In the 
Inter iitages ot hb rcslslanco m ori 
der to obtain weapons tor the light 
ofinliut Mo'.cow. 

Tills may have been true because 
by thai tlmj, Stalin, tlirough Tito, 
had become a more dangerous ene- 
my of JuBoslavla than. Hlilor and 
Mmsollnl, A few weekKji^. not- 
wlthsinndlns the tact thalli*-had 
rcwued many American flyers who 
tell Into Jugoslavia flshtlng Uie 
na7.h, and notwlthstandlni; his rec- 
ord of cooperation wltli the Amer- 
icans and British. Mlkallovlch waa 
"tried" by Tito's, bobhevlk regime 
and shot lu a patriotic enemy bt hla 
triiHorous countryman. Tito. 

Tlie United Stales would not or 
could not save Mlkallovlch Irom ihi 
firing .iquad of tho dictator who. a 
short time later, shot down five 
Irlendly American aviators on a 
harmless errand who had lost their 
way. Here was n hl.itorlc desertion 
ot a friend ,by the American bqv- 



Fa.sl. wlio wrote "Tlie Incredible 
nio,"" Is tlie author of hL-^torlcal 
dLilortlon done In the form ot a 
novel, paraphrasing the lite of John 
Peter AltReld. once governor of Il- 
linois. AliEcld was a radical In his 
time but no unmlilgatad hero. Mrs. 
Eleanor Romevelt praised tho book, 
apparently In isnoranco of both 
Aligeld's real story but aware ot

Louis Adamlc. a naturallEed Im-
